Claim 41 has been deleted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
clearly shown in Figures 7 and 8 an unexpected increase in neuroprotective effect using 
the combined xenon between 12.5% and 50% by volume with a temperature reduction 
from 37 C to 33 C. This result could not have been predicted by cited art of Fishman US 



Application/Control Number: 10/573,093 Page 3 
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5,099,834 where 60-80% xenon is administered or Ohashi Anesthesiology 2002, where 
75% xenon is administered or Georgieff US 6,197,323 where 70-79% xenon is 
administered. Since the unexpected results could not have been predicted by the cited 
references, the instant invention is not obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
